OHIO'S BOODLE SCANDAL. 


There is some promise that Ex-Senator Beveridge'? 


opposition to the reappointment of Hood Loveland to 
the Peru postmastership is having effect. The presi- 
dent sent in his nomination Monday and there has 
been no action on it, although other Indiana appoint- 
ments recently made have been confirmed. Mr. Bev- 
ericlge announced that the reappointinent cff Loveland 
would be taken by him as a personal affront, a threat 
that did not deter the president, though it may ha-re 
influence in the senate. 


While the garrulity of detectives is not proof, there 


seems to be no doubt that a nasty state of affairs is 
about to be uncovered in the Ohio legislature. A score 
of legislators arc openly charged with or arc under 
suspicion of having been concerned in bribery charges. 
There will be no legislative inquiry owing to the fear 
that such a measure would be more likely to result 
in a white-washing than the baring of rascality and 
the punishing of rascals. 
The grand jury is proceed- 


ing along such lines of investigation as will deprive 
the suspected legislators from availing themselves jf 
the immunity hath and it is a precaution that is wisely 
taken.

der arrest and a midnight search for 
the body of Kemper was conducted. 
The work 
of excavation 
was con- 


tinued throughout the greater part of 
the •following day, but revealed no 
traces of the crime and Poole was re- 
leased. 


Young Poole was not daunted by 


this failure and has conducted a quiet 
investigation during the absence of 
his father.

crossing watchman' at Columbia City, 
which he filled until six years ago, 
when he was pensioned.
